Passengers Arrive at Union Sta- 
tion Minus Coats, Shirts, Grips 
Shoes and Purses—Two Women 
Among the Victims. 


NEGRO SUSPECT ARRESTED 
AND PUT IN CLAYTON JAIL 


Officers Say He Admitted Robbing 
the Car and Claim They Caught 
Him With Many of the Stolen 

" Articles in His Possession. 


John Henry Jones, 22 yeare old, a negro, 
Supposed to be from Wichita, Kan., is in 
the Clayton jail charged with robbing a 
dozen passengers, taking their clothes, 
grips and overcoats from a Pullman at- 
tached to Frisco train No. 12 from Kansas 
and Texas, which arrived at Union 8Sta- 
tion at 9 o'clock Wednesday morning. 

The theft was bold. While the passen- 
gers slept the negro or negroes entered the 
@ar from a chair car in the rear and pil- 
fered every -berth and made away with 
every bit of property that lay within reach. 

Tt is supposed that there were two en- 
gaged {n the robbery, but Doyle says he 
did the work unassisted. 

When the train arrived at Union Station, 
two hours late, there were men without 
Overcoats, coats or even shirts. There 
were two women without shoes. Grips 
that contained money and wearing apparel 
and necessary articies for the toilet, clean 
linen, etc., were missing. 

‘A hurfied conference between passengers, 
inguiries made by the conductor and por- 
ter developed the fact that the car had 
been robbed. 

The news was immediately flashed to all 
the towns along the route, and the special 
‘agents or detectives of the railroad system 

put to work on the case. 

 Mearwhile, local agents at Union Station 
supplied the necessary articles of wearing 
‘@pparel for the comfort of who 
thad been robbed and an inventory of the 
loas was taken. 

This showed that five grips, three over- 
coats and two pairs of ladies’ shoes, and 
numerous smaller articles of wearing ap- 
parel were missing. 

Doyle was arrested near Tower Grove. 
The heavy load of overcoats and grips had 
overcome him. To A. J. Cleary, an oper- 
ator, and T. O'Hara, special agent, at 
Tower Grove, who went to Crescent after 
the prisoner, he admitted the thefts, but 
denied having an accomplice.

HUSBAND CHARGES NAGGING 


Teaching in Sabbath School 
Against His Wishes Is Also 
Cause of Complaint. 


At the December term of the Circuit 
Court it is expected that the application 
for divorce filed by Selig J. Simon against 
Hildah Levy Simon, whom he married 
fifteen months ago, will be heard, and a 
decision reached regarding the plea for 
@ severance of the matrimonial bonds. 
The husband alleges that his wife had a 
violent temper, and that, contrary to his 
wish, she taught Sabbath school for pay, 
although it was not necessary for her to 
seek means of self-support. Outside of the 
petition he refuses to discuss the case. Mrs. 
Simon, who Is living with her mother and 
sisters at 4608 McMillan avenue, likewise 
maintains silence about’ the matter.

Man Lived in East St. Louis a 
Year Without . Knowing 
About Exposition. 


DOESN’T READ THE PAPERS. 


Remark of Fellow Workman 
Aroused His Curiosity, and He 
Asked and Was Informed. 


Fdward Freeman of East St. Louis hae 
verified to his satisfaction a rumor, which 
reached his ears a week ago, to the effect 
that a World's Fair is being held in St. 
louls. ' 

Freeman has been living in Fast St. Louis 
a year, but up to a wek ago he had never 
suspected that the greatest universal Ex- 
position the world ever saw was being held 
across the river. 

Hie got a clew to the fact in quite an ac- 
cidental manner and under circumstances 
which prompted him to be a little incredu- 
lous, but he has been assured by persons 
in whose veracity he haa confidence, and 
he is satisfied now that the report is true. 

Freeman is employed at a planing mill 
in East St. Louis. He boards at 110 North 
Tenth street in that city. He has been 
working and boarding thus ever since he 
came to East St. Louls, a year ago, from 
another part of St. Clair County. 

A week ago Freeman heard a man at the 
boarding house say he believed he would 
take a day off and go to the Fajfr. 

“What fair?’ asked Freeman, who 
thought a street fair might be in progress 
in another part of town and did not want 
to miss it. 

“World's Fair, of course,’ said the man. 

“O, yes,"’ said Freeman, as though he had 
seen that one many, many times.

JAPAN 


Craft Shipped From United States 
Worth $4,000,000 Now 
in Yokohama. 


TOKIO, Nov. 23.—Five submarine boats 
arrived at Yokohama today. 


The submarine boats referred to in the 
dispatch from Tokio are probably the five 
boats shipped fron: Quincy Poim, Mass., 
early in October last, overland to the Pa- 
cific coast They were valued at nearly 
$4,000,000 and were understood to in- 
tended for Japan. 

The boats occupied 17 Steel flat cars and 
six box cars. They were shipped in sec- 
tions and each was carefully covered with 
canvas, Which concealed the contents. 
There was not the slightest mark on any 
of the cars to indicate the contents or the 
destination, and those who made inquiries 
on tne subject received the stereotyped 
answer that the covered masses were a 
part of a large shipment of machinery des- 
tined for the West.

THAT SHE WAS CRUEL

Tiny Schoolma’am at Ascalon, 


St. Louis County, Disputes for 


Her Certificate Sensational Charges of School Direc- 
tors -She Whipped the Son of School Director. 


Miss Olive Bennett, a tiny bit of a school- 
ma’am, in charge of the primary depart- 
ment of .Mount Pleasant School at Asca- 
lon St. Louis County, was placed on trial 
at the schoolhouse ati1o’clock Wednesday. 
She is fighting the school board of the 
township, the county superintendent, their 
lawyer and a dozen or more indignant 
patrong, of the school for ner position and 
the integrity of her certificate as a teacher. 

Miss Bennett is charged with numerous 
high crimes and misdemeanors, to wit: 

Whipping boy pupils with unnecessary 
severity amounting to cruelty and ordering 
a member of the school board out of the 
school room. 

Entertaining a young man fn the school- 
room during study hours. 

Dismissing school without permission of 
the board. 

Refusing to make reports to the principal, 
Mies Amanda Terry. 

Forbidding the principal to 
primary room to supervise the work. 

Mismanagement of her department so as 
to reduce the enrollment from 41 to 20 a 
day. 

The charges were prepared by two mem- 
bers of the school board, Frank A. Bruno 
and Henry Baumgarth, the president, H. 
W. Graeler. not concurring therein. The 
charges were placed before County Super- 
intendent of Schools J. Will Andrae at 
Clayton, who gave Miss Bennett an oppor- 
tunity to resign or, failing that, appear 
before the board at a pub!ic hearing. 


Under Fire She 
Wouldn’t Resign. 


Miss Bennett sent word to the super- 
intendent that she would not resign under 
fire. but that, after vindicating her course 
at a hearing of: the charges, she might re- 
sign, as certain members of the school 
board and patrons of the school had made 
the work distasteful to her.

Frank A. Bruno, the schoo! director who 


has been Miss Bennett's most bitter op- 
ponent, said that\ he could prove the truth 
of all the charges made against the little 
school teacher by himself and his «ssoctate. 

“T never came in contact with such a 
disposition as that of Miss Bennett. | 
cannot understand her. She is oaly 19 
years of age and yet she is the personifica- 
tion of cruetty to the children. All the 
younger children in the school are in her 
department. 

“When the children first began to com- 
plain of her treatment of them I over- 
looked the matter, because I know that 
school children often exaggerate ordinary 
discipline into harshness. But one day a 
woman in the neighborhood asked me to 
come and see her little boy who, she said, 
had been beaten over the head by the 
teacher. 

“T looked at the buy. There was a bump 
on his head and a cut across the bridge of

his nose. Then she thrashed my boy and 


out of the room. Only yesterday she per- 
mitted a young man to visit her for several 
hours in school during lesson hours. This 


I consider a grave breach of discipline in 
the school, which is no place in which 
to do courting. 


Patrons Do Not 
Want Her, He Savs. 


‘Miss Bennett must either resign or be 
discharged. If she resigns she can save 
her certificate. Patrons of the school do 
not want her and will not send their chil- 
dren to school to her.” 


H. W. Graeler, president of the school 
board, is more conservative in his view of 
Miss Bennett's alleged misdemeanors. He 
says that he heard complaints about her. 
but always treated her as he had done be- 
fore the troub.e began. 

Once he had been called to the school 
because some of the childrén were ‘‘baw)- 
ing." When he got there he found that 
Miss Bennett was keeping in some children 
whose mothers had told them to come 
home. He had heard tat the teacher 
whipped some of the children, but did not 
know how severely. All he waa interested 
in was to see that everyone concerned got 
a “square deal,”” as he expressed it. 

To a reporter of the Post-Dispatch Miss 
Bennett told with great animation and 
some. laughter her version of the trouble. 

Miss Bennett confessed that last Monday 
she was 19 years old. 
ing only 108 pounds, and is the fraction of 
an inch over 56 feet tall

Miss Bennett 
Tells Her Story. 


“All this trouble comes from administer- 
ing punishment to the son of a member of 
the school boarc,” said Miss Bennett. “But 
he needed it, and I play no favorites, I 
have been in charge of the primary depart- 
ment of the Mount Pleasant school for nine 
weeks, and | have had more or less trou- 


ble aj] the time. It is the old story of the 
country boys who try to run the teacher. 
But several elements enter into the oppo- 
sition to me. | dis.ike the place, but I 
don’t propose to be driven out of it. 

“The acute cause of the trouble came 
from punisiing some unruly boys. The 
charges against me allege cruelly whippin 
a dozen boys wi.}li a stick. Here are the coi 
facts. In my primary department I have 
several boys as old as l4 years. They are 
known in the neighborhood as the ‘Brick- 
yard Indians,’ su you may imagine how 
tractable and gentie they are. Several 
days ago they mide a disturbance during 
study hours end I] kept them In at recess. 
I had occasion to leave the room for a few 
moments and when I returned found the 
door locked. I went around and entered by 
another door. When I sought to find out 
vho had locked the door every boy 
nied tnat he had done so, and I singled out 
the six largest and most unruly and n- 
ished them. I made each boy hold out his 
hand and hit it frem six to ten times with 
this ruier.’’

SCRUGES FUNERAL 


Men, Women and Children Crowd 
Church, and Floral Tributes 
Cover the Altar. 


SERMON TOLD LIFE STORY 


From Beginning of Religious Life 
Thirty Years Ago, He Devoted 
Fortune to Charity. 


The funeral of Richard M. Scruggs, head 
of the firm of Scruggs, Vandervoort & 
Barney, and leader in religious and philan- 
thropic work, was held Wednesday morn- 
ing at Cook Avenue Methodist Church, 
South, of which he was for many years a 
member, and to whose edifice he was chief 
contributor. 

From the church the body was removed 
to Union Station, where it was sent on & 
noon train for interment In the Scruggs 
family lot at Lynchburg, Va. 

The notable feature of the church serv- 
ices was a eulogy of Mr. Scruggs by Rev. 
J. C. Morris, president of Central College, 
Fayette, Mo., in which he told of the con- 
version of Mr. Scruggs in 1874. 

Before that time Mr. Scruggs had not 
shown interest in religious matters, Dr. 
Morris said, but once convinced of his duty 
he devoted his life and his fortune to 
Christian charity and benevolence. 

The funeral was one of the most notable 
private funerals ever held in St. Louis. 
The church was crowded—the attendance 
being exceptionally large for a week day— 
and in view of the family’s announcement 
that it would be private. It was notable 
for the number of private citizens who at- 
tended. 

It was likewise notable for the sincere 
sorrow displayed by men, women and chil- 
dren, rich and poor alike. 


Sunday School 
Pupils Present. 


The hour fixed for the funeral was 9:30, 
but before that time the large auditorium 
of the church was filled. The Sunday- 
school room was then thrown open and 
was likewise filled. All the children belong- 
ing to the school were there to witness 
the last rites over their venerable friend. 

The altar was almost hidden beneath a 
profusion of floral offerings. Everything 
testified to the sense of grief end loss at 
the death of Mr. Seruggs. 

The formal eulogy on his fife and works 
was pronoutced by Rev. Mr. Morris. He 
spoke of Mr. Scruggs’ great charities, and 
said his words were inadequate to justly 
describe them. He said the public never 
knew of but a slight part of his charitable 
deeds and that Mr. Scruggs’ left hand 
knew not of the charities distributed by his 
right hand. 

Dr. Morris declared that the most strik- 
ing point in Mr. Scruggs’ magnificent 
character was his faith In God. He said 
that he delighted in pleasing him. 

“He believed that it was better, to give 
than to receive,” Mr. Morris said, “and 
he gave lavishly to God's purposes of the 
fortune that he believed God's goodness 
permitted him to make.”’ 

Then Mr. Morrie caused surprise to at 
least a portion of the audience by declaring 
that Mr. Scruggs had not always been 
guided by his faith as some believed who 
knew him in later years. 

“He was converted 39 years ago—in 187i,”’ 
Mr. Morris declared, “and what a mag- 
nificent record in the cause of Christ he 
made in that time! 

“It was at the Southern Hotei one night 
that the spirit of God came to him, and 
the next morning at breakfast he told 
his brother than he intended to make a 
stand for Christ.

Character Shown. 

‘Since then his entire life was in@gpired 
by the highest and nobles Christian im- 
pulses. While others thought him almost 
a saint, he always manifested a high ap- 
preciation of his own unworthiness. It 
was such a feeling that could only come 
from close communion with God. One time 
I remember calling on him He did not 
notice my approach. His lips were mov- 
ing and I though he was talking to some 
one. But when I approached closer, I 
found he was only talking to God. 

“Mr. Scruggs was broad-minded in his 
charities. He gave to the negro as well 
as the white man. He helped many 
churches and this church fn particular. 

“He helped me and often gave me words 
of comfort and consolation. He heped 
thousands of poor through the Provident 


Association. 
“Ilis fe was an example to me and to 


all men.” 

Dr. Morris was formerly pastor of the 
Cook Avenue Church. 

Rev. W. D. Bradfield, the present pastor, 
recited the Methodist funeral ritual as the 
body was borne into the church. Then came 
a prayer by Bishop FB. R. Hendrix and an 
appropriate scriptural reading by Dr. W. 
F. McMurry, pastor of Centenary Church. 
of Kansas City. 

After the eulogy by Dr. Morris, Bishop 
Hendrix offered the benediction.

HAND” ARRESTED 


New York Police Say Antonio 
Lapello Has Oonfessed Mem- 
bership in the Banditti. 


ACOUSER ONCE A VICTIM. 


Second Attempt to Extort Money 
From the Contractor Leads 
to Identification. 


NEW YORK, Nov. %22.—Confessin, the 
police say, that he is a member of ‘‘The 
Black -Hand Society,”’ Antonio Lapello, 28 
years old, of West Farms, was locek up 
last night in the West Chester police sta- 
tion, charged with kidnaping and extortion.

dense smoke emitted in a large, populous 
and crowded city is a nuisance though it 
may not have been previously so held at 
common law or so declared by statute.

€o. discontinued its racing bureau last 
summer, poolroom and racetrack operators 
have been endeavoring to perfect an or- 
ganization to conduct the business inde- 
pendent of the telegraph company. 

P. A. Renaud, Sam W. Adler, John Con- 
don, George Bennett, W. E. Applegate and 
other well-known western racetrack own- 
ers met in St. Louis Monday morning to 


‘consider the matter. 

When the fight on poolrooms in the East 
reached its warmest period last summer 
the Western Union and other telegraph 
and telephone companies were severely 
criticised for serving poolrooms with the 
betting figures and detailed descriptions 
of races as they were run. The telegraph 

y maintained a regular bureau for 
this business throughout the country. 

Poolrooms paid liberally for the service. 

When the Western Union discontinued Its 
racing bureau the track-owners were the 
chief sufferers. The telegraph companies 
continued to maintain branch offices at all 
racetracks and acted as common carriers. 

The lroom service was handied as reg- 
ular business, the difference being that 
racetrack owners failed to derive anything 
like the revenue they did while the racing 
bureau was in existence. 

This caused the racetrack men to get to- 
gether. Thy have been figuring ever since 
on the most feasible way of operating a 
racing bureay of their own and serving the 

lroome themselves. 
Porhere was a time when this business was 
worth at least $500 a Gey to each track. 
At New Urieans in the winter, when there 
were only two tracks running, it must 
gevs been worth at least $1000 dally. The

Bravery of Policeman Saves Many 


Frightened School Children in 
Path of Wild Horse. 


Several hundred women who were mar- 
keting, and hundreds of children on their 
way to school witnessed a runaway at 
Thirteenth and Biddle streets at 8:30 o'clock 
Wednesday morning, in which one man 
was run over and probably fatally injured. 

A dozen school children were saved from 
injury in the wild animal's dash by the 
strong arm of Patrolman Frank Morris of 
the Fourth distriet, who risked himself to 
stop the frightened beast. 

Charles H. Hart, a special inspector for 
the city ‘water department, living at 3636 
Cote Brilliante avenue, was caught in the 
horse’s path, trampled under foot and 
rendered unconscious. Several ribs were 
fractured, a fracture of the skull was sus- 
tained and many contusions of the face 
were inflicted. 

Mrs. T. Horn of 4214 Maryland avenue, 
owner of the horse, had just driven up to 
the Biddle market, at Thirteenth and Bid- 
die street, when the horse shied at a car. 
Mrs. Horn was thrown to the ground as 
she attempted to alight and the horse start- 
ed on a wild dash up Thirteenth street. 

Hart, who was crossing Thirteenth street 
at Franklin avenue, heard a suppressed cry 
of warning from the crow@, but had no 
time to save himself. 

The horse and runabout to which it was 
attached passed over him and dashed on 
in the direction of a crowd of frightened 
school children. . 

Running from the next block, where he 
had heard the screams, Patrolman Maris 
arrived on the scene and caught the horse 
within a few feet from the crowd of chil- 
ery and others, who stood motionless with 
ear. 

Hart was taken to a nearby drug store 
and an ambulance was summoned. He is 
in a critical condition at the City Hospital. 

Mrs. Horn appeared a few seconds inter, 
unhurt by her fall, and fainted in the 
patrohman's arms, She was revived and 
sent to her home.

MOROS GETTING UNEASY 


Few Who Really Want to Stay 
Here May Be Given Chance 
to Do So. 


There's a new song on the Ips and in 
the hearts of the Filipinos at the World's 
air. It is “Home, Swet Home.’ They 
think and talk of nothing but that they 
are going home. 

The homes to which they are soon to re- 
turn are in most instances less pretentious 
than the show-homes in which they have 
lodged since early spring at the Fair, but 
they are the only homes they have ever 
known. and, though it be ever so humble, 
there is no place like home, for an Igor- 
rote or a Negrito as well as for an Amer- 
ican. 

They all know how many days they must 
wait before they start for the Philippines. 
Since the beginning of November the Igor- 
rotes have ben counting them, now and 
then calling on Dr. T. K. Hunt, their gov- 
ernor, to verify their count. 

The few who are most homesick are 
counting the hours until they shall de t 
from the villages where they have lived 
during the Fair. 

The ones who are real homesick are thdase 
who did not bring their wives and other 
kinsfolk with them. El Capitan, chief of 
the Negritos, is one of these. He left all 
of his wives and children. at home and 
homesickness is no new malady with him. 
He had it so bad early in the Fair period 
that he had to.be sent to a hospital for 
a while. He became somewhat reconciled 
afterward, but there has not been a time 
that he has not been willing to exchange 
all the glories of the greatest Exposition 
the world ever saw for a sight of his na- 
tive village. 

These are packing-up days on the reser- 
vation. All the time that the Igorrotes 
can spare from dancing and eating dog 
they are fillingw@runks with the possessions 
they have acquired since they have been 
show Igorrotes. They go back vastly more 
well-to-do than they were when they came. 
While the sun has shone they have made 
hay at the Fair. In addition to their sal- 
aries, princely in themselves, according to 
Igorrote wage standards, they have r- 
nered many a nimble penny and nickel by 
singing and dancing and as their rewards 
for living close to nature. 

Their Mt eis will enable them to elbow 
ali the other Bontocs off of the sidewalks 
of Luzon for some time to come. 

In the Moro, Bagobo and Visayan vil- 
lages there is the same joyful anticipa- 
tion of the home-going as among the Igor- 
rctes and the Negritos. 

in each of the villages there are a few 
who do not want to go back. They like 
America and Americans, and they want 
to stay-here and learn the language thor- 
oughly. It is possible that arrangements 
may be made for a few of them to remain. 
Mandac, the native interpreter of the Moro 
Village, is one who earnestly hopes that 
he will be permitted to stay In America. 
Prof. Ernest Jenks, chief of the depart- 
manne, oF ethnology. has pronounced him one 
of the most intelligent men he has found 
in the Philippines.

North St. Louis Residents Ask 


Board of Health to Condemn 
Maver Fertilizer Plant. 


SAY STENCH IS UNBEARABLE 


Mr. Mayer Declares His Plant Is 
Scientifiecally Onerated and 
Says He Wants Sewers. 


The residents of North St. Louis, in the 
vicinity of Second and- Withers streets, 
have petitioned the Board of Health to re- 
move the Mayer Fertilizing Co., from 


Which they say such a terrific stench 
comes during the day that the residents 
within a radius of four blocks of the plant 
are affected. 

The fertilizing plant has not, it is said. 
the proper facilities for sewering their 
plant and the offensive oder which comes 
from the old dead animais which are 
taken there for the purpose of rendering 
them for the hides and bones, has prompt- 
ed the inhabitants in appealing to the 
Board of Health to either remove or abate 
the menace. 

Even at O’Fallon Park, which ‘is over 
four blocks from the plant, the stench is 
significant. The officials of the plant claim 
that the plant is disinfected every day. 

A petition urging the Board of Health to 
remove the fertilizing plant out of the 
thickly populated district which it is now 
in, to a site outside of the city limits, was 
circulated yesterday in North St. Louis 
and hundreds of signatures were secured. 

Some of the residents claim that the 
chemicals and acids used in. the prepara- 
tion of the glue made by the P. B. Math- 
lason Co., another fertilizing company lo- 
cated near the Mayer company, affects the 
paint on the houses near the plant, causing 
it to fall off. 

Fred Mayer, president of the Mayer plant, 
stated to the Post-Dispatch Wednesday 
that his plant was run under the strictest 
scientific basis and that he was not aware 
of any stench that could be detected more 
than a few feet from the plant. 

“It is true,” he said, “that we have no 
sewer in the district, but this is not our 
fault, nor that of the property owners. We 
have presented petition after petition to the 
City Council for such sewer, but have never 
succeeded in getting it.’’ 

Mr. Mayer stated further that the render- 
ing of horses was only a temporary prac 


anny when the proposed incinerators are 
uillt. 

There are five of these rendering plants, 
Mr. Mayer states, within a radius of five 
blotks, from Withers avenue on the north 
to Gano avenue on the south, in the district 
from which the petition is made.

| nassed into the control of the United Rall- 
| ways Corporation, without the removal or 
transfer of a single official, repudiates all 
obitgations incurred before Nov. 1 on the 
ground of insolvency. ' 

Officials of the Transit company take the 
position that the company, having disposed 
of its entire assets to satisfy debts dv¢ 
Brown Brothers of New York, majority 
stockholders in the United Rallways Co., 
now exists merely as a ‘“‘corporation on pa- 
per’; that no judgments against it can be 
collected, and that all executions will be 
returned unhonored. 

The personnel of the boards of directors 
of the St. Louis Transit Co. and the 
United Railways Co. is the same, and these 


directors, without recourse to the courts 
and upon their own motion voted to merge 
the interests of the Transit Co. with the 
United Rallways Co. 

As cause for this absorption, it ts urged 
that the Transit Co., which leased the 
street railways of St. Louis, except the 
Suburban, from the United Railways Co., 
was unable to meet interest on bonds and 
other exvenses. 


Five Thousand 
Persons Affected. 


It is understood that the Transit com- 
pany’s right to reject im this manner claims 
against ir will be tested in the courts at 
an early date. 

The question directly affects: more than 
300 persons who have claims for damages 
against the company, and indirecfly prob- 
ably 6000 persons are affected. 

The records of the St. Louls Circult Court 
show facts and figures on the far-reaching 
effect of the United Raflways-Transit com- 
pany tangle. 

In the first place, judgments to. the 
arount of $307,000 have been secured 
against the Transit company in the lower

The average amount of damages 
claimed by each individual is $7000. Forty 
per cent of those who have brought suits 
are women and 20 per cent are widows. 

Eighty per cent are married and have 
families dependent on them. 

The suits published below, which will 
be submitted to juries within the next four 
or five months, run over a period of one 
year. 

Those already tried and on which judg- 
ments have been secured extend over two 
years, the Appellate courts being far be- 
hind with their dockets. 

If the Transit company’s contention is 
upheld none of these persons can recover 
a cent of damages. In the cases of those 
who have obdtained Judgments the United 
States Fidelity and Guaranty Co. acted as 
surety for the Transit company. This cor- 
poration, therefore, is liable on the appeal 
bond, but a new suit must bg brought to 
recover the amount of damages awarded, 
and thus the claimants may be put off 
almost interminably before they get a set- 
tlement. 

Street car accidents in St. Louis during 
the last two years were numerous and 
deadly. Hardly a day passesd that the 
wheels failed to number one or more vic- 
tims. In the period mentioned 100 persons 
were killed by cars of the St. Louls Tran- 
sit Co. and no less than 300 seriously in- 
jured. 

Many were maimed for life. In some 
instances the Transit company effected set- 
tlement with ite victims out of court. 

Those who felt that the extent of their 
injuries justified larger compensation thas 
the Transit company was wililng to pay 
instituted sult.

The 
Russian people, they who constitute the real strength which 
has made Russia so formidable, have organized a strictly rep- 
resentative form of revolution. They are not the hoi polloi 
not the stupids of serfdom. They constitute what in America 
is designated as the middle class—the lawyers, the merchants, 
the men who make municipal organization and administration 
possible. But for Japan and her desperate heroism in the field, 
these men dare not speak their aspirations, much less their de- 
They are dignified and moderate in both 
the form and substance of their utterances. Acting through 
chosen representatives and depending on one lone man in a 
cruel ministry for a presentation of their case, they are telling 
Czar Nicholas today that the time has come when the mon- 
archy must be limited through the restrictions of popular legis- 
lation. They are telling him that, with the people in his con- 
fidence and his conference, he can win not only glory for him- 
self, but that greatness for Russia which has always been her 
natural possibility and right; but with the people barred he 
ean only insure ruin for both. Their manifesto is ominous, 
not only because of its moderate and self-respecting tone, but 
because of the terrible risk assumed by the strong men who 
thus stand out and defy the lightning. There is little room to 
doubt that Nicholas is in sympathy with their main purpose 
He has given many evidences that his love for man is greater 
than his love for power. But also there is little room to doubt 
that he is alone in this feeling, surrounded by a ministry and 
a family who are arrogant, unbending and merciless. 

If it shall be that the stress of war without shall compel a 
great act of emancipation within, the Russian nation, the bayo- 
nets and shells at Port Arthur and Shakhe river, hideous 
though their immediate work, will have done a grand thing for 


humanity.

“And yet we have only two airships that 
have actually done any fiying,’’ said the 
druggist. 

“I understand the superintendent of aero- 
nautics at the Fair has to hide from the 
cranks who have solved the problem,” said 
the boss printer. 

“I thought it was the man who was to 
pay the $100,000 prize that had gone into 
hiding,’ said the railroad man. 

“Anyway, the danger is more mental 
than physical,” said the druggist. “I was 
reading the other day the statement of the 
Prince Henri de la Vaulx, president of the 
Paris Aero Club. He says that of the 600 
members of their club not one has lost 
his life in aeronautics."’ 

“Hold on a minute!"’ said the boss print- 
er. “Are the mémbers of this club living 
or dead?" 

"©, he means, of course, that none of 
them have lost their lives at it,’’ the drug- 
gist resumed. ‘“‘This is in spite of the fact 
that they have an ascension every day 
and that there are days when as many 
as seven or eight balloons may be count- 
ed simultaneously sailing around over the 
French capital. 

“There seems No reason in doubting that 
aeronautics ig. not an extremely danger- 
ous pastime, physically. We seldom hear 
of one being killed. The Prince de la 
Vaulx points out that the balloon is safer 
than the automobile. 

“We must admit, then, that the danger in 
aeronautics which we all feel and know to 
exist is not a physical danger, but a mental 
peril. That is, more men are losing their 
balance in it mentally than physically. I 
understand that some of the cranks who in- 
fest the science have threatened to blow 
the aerodrome up if they are not given an 
opportunity to prove their theories. The 
truth is that a new and dangerous set of 
cranks are being developed. Of course, 
there are a few practical aeronauts, but for 
every one of these there are hundreds of 
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unhinged Darius Greens who are flying at 
the bughouse as a June bug flies at an arc 
light.”’ 

“What would you call this new class of 
cranks?'’ asked the railroad man, who had 
thought of a scheme for steering airships, 
but now hastily put it behind him forever. 

“Balloonatics,’’ of course, said the boss 
printer.

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POST-DISPATCH HISTORICAL SERIES 


FIRST LEGISLATIVE ASSEMBLY IN AMERICA. 
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JAMESTOWN, Va., Aug. 3, 1619.—No 
more auspicious event in the colonization 
of America has yet occurred within her 
borders than the convention of the repre- 
sentatives of the people of these planta- 
tions in our town the past week. The com- 


mission under which they met, the real 
Magna Charta of Virginia, has been issued 
in London by the London Co. on Nov. 
28. 1618. but Sir George Yeardley, our new 
governor general, did not sail until Jan. 29, 
1619, owing to the appearance of a huge 
comet in the heavens. 

Under our governors and councillors we 
have been leniently ruled, but the meeting 
of this assembly assures us that we will 
now have the right to govern ourselves, 
through our own chosen representatives, 
the exercise of which right will, we be- 
lieve, stimulate the growth- of the intel- 
ligence and virtue of our people. as it in- 
volves ‘the right of the majority to rule, 
exemplifies the doctrine of the brotherhood 
of man, and brings out the great principle 
that the rulers are but servants of the 

ople. 
ta, obedience to the proclamation of the 
governor, the inhabitants of the various 
plantations elected two burgesses from 
each plantation and instructed them to 
meet in this place July 30. 

On that memorable morning, the g0V- 
ernor went in state to the Episcopal 
church, where the deliberations of the as- 
sembly were to be held. He was ac- 
companied by the councillors and officers 
of the colony, with a guard of halberdiers, 
dressed in the governor's livery. Behind 
them walked with becoming dignity the 22 
newly-elected burgesses. On reaching the 
church, the governor and the councillors 
took their accustomed places, and the 
burgesses were directed to seats in the 
choir until a prayer was said by Mr. 
Bucke, the minister. Prayer being ended, 
the burgesses were admitted to the body 
of the church, where, being called by order 
and by name, each man took the oath of 
supremacy and the assembly was duly 
constituted. The gathering did indeed pre- 
sent an agreeable scene, the many windows 
of the church making it quite light, the 
pulpit and communion table being decked 
with our native Virginia flowers, the hal- 
berdiers in livery, while the burgesses be- 
ing gentlemen of a high type, following 
an ancient custom, sat with their hats on. 

The first question considered was on the 
legality of the election of each burgess.

of the many is entirely foreign to our idea 
of freedom and equality, but savors rather 
of the class distinctions of the old world.

fourth being a prayer that a subtreasurer 


be appointed here to collect the rents in- 
stead of having to send them to London; 
and the fifth, most important of all, that 
workmen of all sorts be sent over for the 
purpose of erecting the university and col- 
lege at Henricue. 

Among the laws passed were those fixing 
the value of tobacco as a medium of ex- 
change; against idleness, gaming, drunken- 
ness and excess of apparel; regulating our 
intercourse with the Indians, forbidding 
selling them hoes, dogs, shot, powder or 
firearms; ministers were required to con- 
duct worship according to the laws and 
orders of the Church of England; all per- 
sons were required to attend divine serv- 
ice on the Sabbath day, the men to come 
with firearms; and the marriages and con- 
tracts of servants were regulated. 

After five days’ session the assembly ad- 
journed, and while its deliberations were 
marked with respect for the Kingly author- 
ity it was easily perceived that there was 
prevalent that spirit of democracy which 
wrung the Magna Charta from a treacher- 
ous John at Runnymede; out of which. the 
House of Commons was evolved, and which 
will, we trust, ever be on guard to protect 
the liberties of the people against the un- 
due exercise of the imperial power, with 
its large standing armies, its heavy taxes 
and its indissoluble union of church and 
state, and their attendant burdens.

The ruling was made after an honest 
workman inquired of Mr. Stroup what dis- 
position he should make of a spoon which 
came into his possession in that way. 

The city has only entered the marine 
garbage transportation business during the 
past week and the question is entirely with- 
out recedent at the Ctty Hall. But 
Mr. Stroup ruled without consulting the 
city counselor. 

“Several silver spoons have been found 
by the men on our new garbage boat,’ Mr. 
Stroup told the Post-Dispatch. ‘‘Some of 
them have been stamped with initials and 
were evidently of some value. But the 
owners of such spoons can hardly expect 
the city to attempt to identify the owners. 
Nor has the street department, so far as I 
know, any right to impound the spoons.
